The tone of " — -"may vary with the tone of the syllable that 




comes after it- if followed by the 1 st« 2nd or the 3rd tone, " — -"is 




pronounced as the 4th tone; if it is followed by a 4th tone, it is 




pronounced as the 2nd tone. And "^n" is same to " — ".
